“Nobody  here  thinks  Syria  could  press  a  button 
and  get  them  out.”  said  a  State  Department  official 
who  spoke  anonymously.  “But  we  feel  they’ve  tried 
to  be  helpful  up  to  a  point.” 

Syria  is  not  considered  the  dominant  influence 
with  the  groups  believed  to  be  holding  the  Amer¬ 
icans. 

“These  people,  if  they  are  influenced  by  anybody, 
are  influenced  by  Iran,”  said  the  official.  “And 


Syria  doesn’t  want  to  jeopardize  its  relations  with 
Iran.” 

Privately,  State  Department  officials  have  no 
doubt  that  both  Syria  and  Iran  use  terrorism  to 
advance  their  political  aims.  Secretary  of  Defense 
Caspar  W.  Weinberger  blamed  both  governments 
three  years  ago  for  the  bombing  of  the  U.S.  Marine 
headquarters  in  Beirut  that  killed  241  U.S.  ser¬ 
vicemen. 

He  said  Iranians  exploded  the  truck  bomb  with 
the  “sponsorship  and  knowledge  and  authority  of 
the  Syrian  government.” 

The  United  States  also  accused  Syria  of  responsi¬ 
bility  for  the  bombing  of  the  American  embassy  in 
Beirut  the  previous  April.  The  Nidal  group,  which 
operates  out  the  Syrian-controlled  Bekka  valley  of 
Lebanon,  took  responsibility  for  the  bombings  at 
the  ticket  counters  of  El  Al,  the  Israeli  airline,  in 
the  Rome  and  Vienna  airports  last  December,  in 
which  five  of  the  18  killed  were  U.S.  citizens.

He  felt  they  were  not 
getting  much  for  what  they  did  and  it 
astounded  him,”  said  Orgill. 

McDonald  was  born  and  raised  in 
the  Holiday  area  of  Salt  Lake  City. 
He  attended  Granite  High  School 
Seminary,  which  was  the  first  semi¬ 
nary  for  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints.  He  also  served  a 
mission  to  the  Eastern  States. 

“He  served  his  mission  before 
World  War  I  and  then  served  in  the 
army  during  that  war,”  said  Orgill. 

McDonald  attended  Utah  State 
Agricultural  College  in  Logan.  He  is 
survived  by  two  daughters,  seven 
grandchildren  and  17  great-grand¬ 
children.  His  wife  passed  away  20 
years  ago  at  the  age  of  72. 

He  graduated  in  1924  and  taught 
math  courses  in  the  Department  of 
General  Science  at  USAC. 

During  that  same  year  President 
Franklin  Harris  offered  him  a  posi¬ 
tion  at  BYU  as  head  of  the  Depart-

The  System  of  Higher  Education, 
which  now  exists  only  by  statute, 
would  be  constitutionally  established. 
The  proposition  would  also  guarantee 
that  the  public  education  system  re¬ 
main  free  and  prohibit  direct  state  aid 
to  religious  schools. 

According  to  J.  Marvin  Higbee, 
president  of  the  Utah  Technical  Col¬ 
lege  at  Provo/Orem,  Proposition  3  is 
critical  to  an  efficient  educational  sys¬ 
tem.  “It  clarifies  educational  direc¬ 
tion,  but  leaves  the  Legislature  flex¬ 
ible  to  deal  with  future  educational 
issues.”  Noticed  by  his  absence  is 
BYU  president  Jeffrey  Holland,  who 


is  the  only  president  of  Utah’s  col¬ 
leges  and  universities  not  publicly  en¬ 
dorsing  the  proposal. 

Holland  was  unavailable  for  com¬ 
ment,  but  according  to  BYU  Public 
Communications  Director  Paul  C. 
Richards,  Holland  is  hesitant  to 
openly  comment  on  the  proposition 
because  “BYU  is  a  private  university, 
while  all  of  the  other  schools  are  state 
supported,”  Richards  said. 

Besides  university  and  college 
presidents,  Proposition  3  has  recently 
been  endorsed  by  a  list  of  prominent 
Utah  citizens  headed  by  Governor 
Norman  Bangerter,  former  Gover¬ 
nors  Calvin  Rampton  and  Scott 
Matheson  and  former  U.S.  Secretary 
of  Education  T.H.  Bell.

Take  four  young  men  from  around 
the  world,  add  white  shirts,  ties  and 
yellow  name  tags,  blend  in  a  strong 
desire  to  teach  the  restored  gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  and  you  have  BYU’s  full¬ 
time  missionaries. 

Elders  Paizs  of  Melbourne,  Aus¬ 
tralia;  Cole  of  Vallejo,  Calif. ;  Manning 
of  Jacksonville,  Fla.  and  Harris  of 
Nuku’Alofa,  Tonga,  were  all  called  to 
the  Utah  Salt  Lake  City  South  mis¬ 
sion.  Now  they  teach  the  gospel  to 
those  who  are  not  members  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  at  BYU. 

Why  are  there  missionaries  in  such 
a  predominantly  LDS  community? 
“BYU  is  one  of  the  highest  baptizing 
areas  in  the  mission,”  said  Cole.  Even 
though  the  majority  of  BYU  students 
are  Mormon,  it  is  not  hard  to  find 
nonmembers,  according  to  the  four. 
“They’re  everywhere,”  said  Paizs. 
Students  shouldn’t  assume  that  ev¬ 
eryone  at  BYU  is  a  member  of  the 


Church,  said  Cole. 

Students  who  are  not  members 
come  to  BYU  for  a  variety  of  reasons. 
Some  attend  because  of  the  cost  in¬ 
volved  and  some  for  the  high  stan¬ 
dards. 

“There  are  a  whole  host  of  reasons, 
but  they  are  usually  not  in  conflict 
with  the  gospel,”  said  Harris. 

Many  times  students  seek  help 
from  the  missionaries  to  learn  the  ba¬ 
sic  beliefs  of  the  church  without  any 
obligation  involved,  according  to 
Manning.  “People  have  been  around 
BYU,  learned  about  the  church  and 
want  to  be  baptized,”  he  said. 

“It’s  a  good  challenge  for  students 
to  find  out  who  are  members  and  who 
are  not,”  said  Cole. 

Because  BYU  is  the  home  of  many 
returned  missionaries  from  foreign 
countries  and  also  the  home  of  many 
foreign  students,  language  is  not  a 
barrier  between  the  missionaries  and 
those  they  teach.  They  are  teaching 
people  from  China,  Japan,  Africa, 
Shanghai,  Hong  Kong,  Ghana  and 
even  Ohio. 


What  do  the  four  think  is  their 
biggest  challenge  as  BYU  missionar¬ 
ies?  “Trying  to  cover  all  the  154  cam¬ 
pus  wards  is  a  bit  of  a  challenge,”  said 
Paizs.  “Also,  getting  all  the  members 
motivated  to  seek  out  those  who  are 
not  members.” 

For  Cole  the  challenge  is  different. 
“Patience  is  the  biggest  challenge,” 
he  said.  “In  other  missions,  it  depends 
on  you  who  you  teach. 

But  here  we  have  to  wait  for  others 
to  draw  out  referrals.  We  want  people 
to  realize  that  when  a  friend  is  bap¬ 
tized,  it  will  be  one  of  the  greatest 
things  they’ll  see,”  he  added. 

The  motto  “every  member  a  mis¬ 
sionary”  is  even  more  important  at 
BYU  because  the  missionaries  don’t 
tract.  “We  want  to  be  publicized  as 
much  as  possible  since  tracting  is  not 
practical  at  BYU,”  said  Paizs. 

Organizing  is  the  biggest  challenge 
for  Harris.  “There  are  so  many  re¬ 
sources  available  to  us  here,”  he  said. 
“Because  there  is  so  much,  it’s  hard  to 
organize  the  resources  to  be  produc¬ 
tive.” 


Past  Y  president 
dies  at  ninety-two 


Howard  S.  McDonald  expanded  campus

Former  BYU  President  Howard  S. 
McDonald,  92,  died  last  Saturday,  at 
approximately  8  p.m.  in  his  daugh¬ 
ter’s  home  from  natural  causes. 

In  March  of  1945  McDonald  was  in- 
augrated  as  president  of  BYU.  Dur¬ 
ing  his  four  years  and  four  months  in 
office,  McDonald  saw  student  enroll¬ 
ment  jump  from  1,508  to  5,440. 

He  reorganized  student  affairs  and 
set  up  a  building  plan  that  included 
the  additions  of  two  residential  halls, 
a  student  union,  a  science  building, 
and  facilites  for  physical  education 
and  recreation.  McDonald  also  had 
plans  for  a  fine  arts  building,  a  library 
addition,  a  training  school,  a  dairy 
farm,  an  education  building  and  the 
rennovation  of  lower  campus. 

Although  only  the  Eyring  Science 
Center  and  George  Albert  Smith 
Fieldhouse  were  built  following  Mc¬ 
Donald’s  Administration,  his  plans  in¬ 
fluenced  later  additions  to  BYU’s 


ment  of  Engineering.  He  turned 
down  the  offer,  however,  because  he 
felt  he  was  not  qualified.  He  was  later 
offered  a  position  at  Mission  High 
School  in  Northern  California  as  a 
physical  education  instructor. 

McDonald  enjoyed  working  with 
youth  and  always  told  them,  “Make 
the  most  of  yourself  for  that  is  all 
there  is  to  you.” 

“He  loved  the  youth  and  was  a 
coach  at  one  time.  He  also  worked 
with  the  Boy  Scouts  and  received

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NASA  designs  new  rocket  engine 


SPACE  CENTER,  Houston  (AP)  —  Early  tests  show  that  a  new  rocket 
engine  design  will  eliminate  the  flaws  that  caused  space  shuttle  Challenger  to 
blow  up,  a  NASA  official  said  Monday. 

John  Thomas,  manager  of  the  space  agency’s  solid  rocket  motor  redesign 
team,  also  said  NASA  is  on  track  toward  a  resumption  of  space  flights  in  early 
1988. 

A  new  engine  “has  been  tested  and  we  are  much  more  confident  than  ever 
before  that  it  is  a  good  design,”  Thomas  said,  but  added  that  much  more 
testing  remains  to  be  done. 

Challenger  blew  up  73  seconds  after  launch  Jan.  28,  killing  all  seven  crew 
members.  A  presidential  commission  determined  that  a  joint  on  the  solid 
rocket  engine  leaked  flame  that  ignited  rocket  propellant. 

Among  the  factors  blamed  by  the  commission  were  warping  of  the  metal 
parts  of  the  joint  that  unsealed  two  rubberized  0  rings  and  low  temperatures 
that  reduced  the  seals’  resilience. 

Thomas  and  his  team  designed  a  joint  with  an  extra  lip  to  prevent  warping, 
added  another  0  ring,  and  developed  a  heater  to  keep  the  joint  warm.  All  of 
these  elements  worked  well  in  early  testing,  he  said. 

Thomas  said  engineers  also  tested  the  joint  design  used  on  Challenger  and 
duplicated  the  leaks  that  the  investigation  concluded  occurred. 

The  new  design  was  subjected  to  “hot  fire”  tests  using  a  scale  model  burning 
some  70  pounds  of  propellant  for  80  seconds,  said  Thomas.

Ex-Air  Force  man  accused  of  spying 


SAN  FRANCISCO  (AP)  —  A  disgruntled  former  Air  Force  man  was 
arrested  Monday  and  charged  with  trying  to  deliver  secrets  about  an  Air 
Force  reconnaissance  program  to  the  Soviet  Union,  authorities  said. 

Allen  John  Davies  of  San  Jose,  a  naturalized  American  citizen  who  works  for 
Ford  Aerospace  &  Communications  Corp.,  was  arrested  by  FBI  agents  in 
Palo  Alto,  south  of  San  Francisco,  said  U.S.  Attorney  Joseph  Russoniello. 

The  charge  is  punishable  by  up  to  life  in  prison. 

On  Sept.  22,  Davies  met  with  an  undercover  agent  who  posed  as  a  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  Soviet  consulate  in  San  Francisco  and  offered  information 
about  the  Air  F orce  program,  according  to  a  sworn  statement  by  an  FBI  agent 
filed  in  federal  court. 

Davies  provided  “detailed  verbal  information”  about  the  program  as  well  as 
a  “hand  drawing  depicting  various  aspects”  of  the  program,  according  to  the 
statement  by  Agent  Roger  Edstrom. 

He  said  that  much  of  the  information  Davies  provided  was  classified  as 
secret,  according  to  Air  Force  Maj.  Boyd  Lease,  director  of  the  reconnaiss-

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Church  congregations  throughout  the  state 
doled  out  food,  money  and  prayers  for  Utah’s  hungry  over  the  weekend  in 
observances  inaugurating  the  state’s  first  Hunger  Sabbath. 

“There’s  a  tragedy  in  Utah  today,”  the  Rev.  Robert  Schrank  of  St.  John’s 
Lutheran  Church  in  Salt  Lake  City  said  in  his  sermon.  “That  tragedy  is 
hunger.” 

Utahns  Against  Hunger  and  the  Crossroads  Urban  Center  coordinated  the 
efforts  of  about  400  churches,  bringing  donations  of  food  and  money  and 
setting  aside  the  day  for  messages  about  the  plight  of  the  hungry. 

The  effort  concentrated  on  hunger  within  the  state,  where  more  than 
196,000  people  lived  below  the  poverty  line  in  1985. 

“I  find  that  idea  scandalous,”  said  the  Rev.  Linda  Toth  of  Wasatch  Pre¬ 
sbyterian  Church.  “We’re  not  talking  about  people  overseas  where  we  have  no 
control,  but  right  here  in  Salt  Lake  City.”

Wells  reminisces  of  BY U  in  1940s

In  1945  when  Elder  Robert  E. 
Wells  first  attended  BYU,  the  statis¬ 
tic  he  .remembers  most  is  that  there 
were  about  1200  women  on  campus 
and  200  men. 

“It  was  the  celestial  kingdom  for 
the  men ,”  said  Wells ,  a  member  of  the 
First  Quorum  of  Seventy  and  a  BYU 
alumnus  of  1949. 

When  Wells  graduated,  the  size  of 
the  student  body  had  grown  to  ap¬ 
proximately  5000  students.  “The 
school  was  very  good,  but  very  small 
and  intimate,”  he  said. 

What  does  Wells  particularly  re¬ 
member  about  his  BYU  experience? 
He  said  he  recalls  that  BYU  was  a 
great  place  to  build  faith. 

“I  have  a  great  debt  of  gratitude  to 
BYU  as  an  institution.  It  was  very 


good  to  me,”  he  said. 

The  buildings  on  upper  campus  that 
Wells  remembers  were  the  Joseph 
Smith  Building,  the  Grant  Building, 
the  Maeser  Building  and  the  Brimhall 
Building. 

“Most  of  my  classes  were  located  in 
temporary  buildings,”  he  said. 

“Everyone  said  ‘hello’  on  campus 
because  everyone  knew  each  other.” 

Wells  does  not  remember  attend¬ 
ing  a  student  ward,  but  instead  went 
off  campus  to  attend  church.  Now 
with  the  154  campus  wards,  times 
have  changed. 

BYU  is  now  much  more  sophisti¬ 
cated  and  comparable  to  the  universi¬ 
ties  of  the  world,  according  to  Wells. 
“I’m  very  proud  to  see  BYU  take  its 
position  with  the  great  universities  in 
academics,  size  and  excellence,”  he 
said. 

BYU  has  a  great  campus,  great  fac¬ 


ulty  and  a  wonderful  football  team, 
said  Wells. 

“When  I  was  there,  I  think  we  lost 
all  our  games.” 

If  he  could  tell  BYU  students  one 
thing,  it  would  be,  “If  you’re  going  to 
that  wonderful  university,  live  the 
standards  now  and  follow  those  stan¬ 
dards  the  rest  of  your  lives,”  said 
Wells. 

Five  years  from  now,  BYU  will 
continue  to  get  better  and  better  in 
every  category,  said  Wells. 

“The  institution  will  continue  to  in¬ 
crease  in  stature,  recognition  and  no¬ 
ble  tradition.  There  will  be  steady 
pressure  of  academic  excellence  and 
high  standards.” 

Just  as  parents  receive  honor  from 
their  children,  BYU  will  receive 
honor  from  its  graduates,  said  Wells. 

“The  future  of  the  university  will  be 
in  the  hands  of  the  graduates.”

Isaiah  visits  sci-fi  character

Darth  Vader,  Farenheit  451,  gremlins  and  aliens, 
theEnterprise  and  the  Lord  of  the  Rings  are  all  terms 
which  bring  to  mind  images  of  science  fiction  and  fantasy 
of  the  “gentiles.” 

Glenn  Anderson  has  responded  with  concepts  like 
Outer  Darkness,  the  Millennium,  visitations  of  ancient 
prophets  and  the  Ten  Lost  Tribes  to  sweep  the  Mormon 
imagination  beyond  the  priesthood  and  Relief  Society 

manuals.  It’s  a  new  type  of  literature - LDS  science 

fiction. 


Anderson,  assistant  manager  of  the  BYU  Instructional 
Graphics  Department,  is  the  author  of  “The  Millennium 
File,”  a  futuristic  story  dealing  with  the  Ten  Lost  Tribes. 

“It’s  not  to  be  taken  as  serious  doctrine,”  said  Ander¬ 
son.  “It’s  something  to  read  for  fun  and  to  let  the  imagina¬ 
tion  go.” 

Most  of  Anderson’s  characters  are  Latter-day  Saints 
who  understand  better  than  those  around  them  the  super¬ 
natural  happenings  which  are  related  to  LDS  doctrine. 
They  pray  for  assistance  in  fighting  against  the  evil  forces 
which  may  be  human  or - something  else.  Ancient 


prophets  warn  them  in  dreams  about  fantastic  calamities 
to  come.  In  one  part  of  “The  Millennium  File”  Roth,  the 
main  character,  is  enlightened  about  his  dilemma  by  the 
Old  Testament  prophet  Isaiah  during  a  dream. 

Roth  turned.  The  eyes  meeting  his  were  kind,  expec¬ 
tant,  the  eyes  of  a  friend.  It  was  the  old  man  from  the  first 
dream.  It  was  also,  Roth  knew  now,  the  Prophet  Isaiah. 

“And  soon  it  mil  come  to  pass,"  Isaiah  nodded.  “Will  it 
not?" 

Roth  just  nodded  hack  silently.  He  was  certainly  in  no 
position  to  disagree.  Apparently  noting  some  uncer¬ 
tainty,  the  prophet  raised  his  eyebrows.  The  others  were 
turning  now  too,  interested. 

“ Thou  hast  fetched  the  urn  ? ...” 

“Yes,”  Roth  answered,  now  feeling  vaguely  on  the  hot 
seat.  “It’s  ...it’s  still  at  the  compound." 

“Good,”  Isaiah  beamed.  “Thine  errand  will  soon  be 
fulfilled,  I  trust.”  And  before  Roth  could  respond,  the 
prophet  turned,  gazing  out  and  down.  Firelight  glistened 
in  his  eyes. 

“God’s  chosen  are  not  lost,  my  brethren,”  he  declared 
reverently.  “They  gather  on  paths  of  iron,  before  the  gate 
of  time.  Ten  paths,  and  one  gate,  locked  tight  by  the  Lord 
of  Hosts.  And  so  they  stand,  and  wait.  They  wait  for  a 
servant,  with  the  key.” 

Roth  learns  that  a  friend  of  his  at  the  university  has  the 
key... to  the  Millennium  File. 


“LDS  science  fiction  is  really  new”  said  Anderson. 
“There  are  no  major  LDS  publishers  who  have  published 
anything  like  that  before  except  Horizon  Publishers  (pub¬ 
lisher  of  “The  Millennium  File”). 

Anderson  has  already  written  another  book  called  “Su¬ 
per  Legion,”  which  will  be  out  soon. 

In  this  one,  an  ape  is  sent  into  the  negative  universe 
during  an  experiment  with  warp  drive.  When  the  ape 
returns  to  the  positive  universe,  atop  employee  of  NASA, 
who  is  LDS,  discovers  that  the  ape  went  to  Outer  Dark¬ 
ness  and  the  ape’s  spirit  is  infested  with  wicked  spirits. 

The  LDS  man  does  everything  to  prevent  the  ape  from 
returning  to  Earth  and  releasing  the  spirits.  A  satanic 
cult,  that  has  communicated  with  the  evil  spirits  in  the 
ape,  try  to  silence  the  LDS  man  so  the  possessed  ape  can 
return  to  Earth. 

Anderson  has  submitted  the  synopsis  for  three  other 
LDS  science  fiction  novels. 

“I’ve  always  liked  science  fiction,”  said  Anderson.  “I 
grew  up  on  TV  and  movie  science  fiction.  I  loved  the 
‘Twilight  Zone’  and  ‘Outer  Limits.’” 

He  and  a  boyhood  best  friend,  Ken  Ralston,  have  been 
into  science  fiction  their  whole  lives.  Ralston  now  works 
for  a  special  effects  business  owned  by  George  Lucas  and 
has  helped  make  “Return  of  the  Jedi”  and  “Cocoon.” 

About  the  time  Ralston  was  hired  by  the  Lucas  com¬ 
pany,  Anderson  left  to  serve  a  mission  for  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  and  went  in  a  different 
direction.  Writing  science  fiction  is  helping  to  fulfill  his 
boyhood  dreams,  though  it’s  not  easy. 

“Writing  is  hard,”  said  Anderson.  “You  work  eight 
hours  then  come  home  to  your  family.  It’s  tough  to  find 
time  to  do  it.” 

He  feels  fortunate  that  his  family  gets  nearly  as  in¬ 
volved  as  he  does  in  his  books.  He  test  markets  his 
manuscripts  on  his  children,  who  are  5,  8  and  10.  “My  kids 
are  my  biggest  fans,”  he  said. 

Anderson’s  wife,  Lori,  is  a  freelance  illustrator  and 
designed  and  did  the  artwork  for  the  cover  of  “The  Mille¬ 
nium  File.” 

“Most  publishers  don’t  allow  the  author’s  relatives  to  do 
artwork  for  his  books,  but  my  wife  is  such  a  quality  artist 
they  allowed  it,”  he  said.  “I  don’t  think  the  book  would 
have  come  across  as  well  if  not  for  her  work.” 

Anderson  said  “The  Millennium  File”  seems  to  be  doing 
pretty  well.  There  have  been  several  reorders  by  many 
bookstores.  He  would  like  to  cross-market  his  books. 

“There  are  other  science  fiction  books  that  are  centered 
on  certain  religions  that  are  popular,”  said  Anderson. 

A  confrontation  between  Isaiah  and  Darth  Vader  might 
be  in  the  making.

“Soiree  is  french  for  a  party  in  the 
evening.  It’s  an  exciting  piece  that 
shows  the  social  interactions  and  pre¬ 
tenses  that  take  place  at  a  party ,  ”  said 
Smith. 

Choreographed  by  resident  artist 
John  Meed,  “Soiree”  shows  the  flirt¬ 
ing,  avoidance,  bragging  and  other 
types  of  typical  games  people  play 
while  at  a  party. 

“The  girls  are  in  one  corner  and  the 
guys  are  in  the  other .  . .  trying  to  get 
the  opposite  sex’s  attention,”  said 
Smith.  It’s  a  dance  people  can  identify 
with  and  see  a  resemblance  of  how 
they  act  at  a  party. 

Smith,  who  has  been  involved  with 
RDT  since  its  inception  in  1966,  said, 
“Mont  Blanc”  is  a  white  ballet  which  is 
a  “pretty,  dancy,  dancy,  piece  with 
tutus.

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Students  admonished  to  live  carefully

Proper  management  of  the  little 
things  in  life  can  make  a  big  difference 
in  a  person’s  relationships  with  him¬ 
self,  with  his  fellowman  and  with  God, 
said  Elder  Joseph  B.  Wirthlin,  the 
newest  member  of  the  Quorum  of 
Twelve  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints. 

In  a  BYU  16-Stake  fireside  Sun¬ 
day,  Elder  Wirthlin  said  that  little 
things  like  watching  R-rated  movies, 
viewing  inappropriate  TV  shows  and 
reading  lewd  novels  are  great  detri¬ 
ments  to  spiritual  growth.  They  also 
interfere  with  a  person’s  relationship 
with  God. 

He  quoted  President  Ezra  Taft 
Benson  as  saying,  “The  mind  through 
which  this  filth  passes  will  never  be 
the  same.” 


The  little  things  in  your  life  can  make 
large  difference ,  says  Elder  Wirthlin 


A  person’s  thoughts,  no  matter 
how  seemingly  insignificant,  can  have 
a  great  impact  for  good  or  bad  on  his 
life,  he  said. 

“Heavenly  F ather  placed  in  us  the 
potential  of  godly  character  traits,” 
Elder  Wirthlin  said. 

“Acquiring  spiritual  qualities  little  by 
little  is  one  of  the  goals  of  this  life.” 

Satan  tries  to  stop  spiritual  pro¬ 
gress  by  making  little  indiscretions 
such  as  immodest  dress,  suggestive 
behavior  and  inappropriate  physical 
affection  seem  acceptable,  he  said. 
These  little  things  can  easily  become 
big  things  and  block  spiritual  pro¬ 
gress. 

Elder  Wirthlin  admonished  stu¬ 
dents  to  get  the  little  things  in  their 


personal  lives  in  order. 

Little  things  such  as  improper  diet 
or  lack  of  exercise  can  wear  a  person 
down,  he  said. 

The  right  amount  of  sleep  is  an¬ 
other  important  consideration.  He 
warned  against  getting  too  little. or 
too  much  sleep. 

“Time  is  an  indispensable  resource 
that  cannot  be  ignored  or  altered,”  he 
said.  People  cannot  manage  the  clock 
because  time  continues  at  a  regular 
rate  with  or  without  their  consent. 
The  solution  is  to  manage  them¬ 
selves.” 

Making  good  use  of  the  minute,  a 
very  small  segment  of  time,  is  the 
secret  to  success,  he  said.

difference  in  relationships  with  peo¬ 
ple. 

If  people  were  to  see  the  Savior, 
they  would  find  him  “refreshingly 
pleasant  in  his  dealings  with  people.”

“Have  you  considered  his  teachings 
in  your  relationships  with  your 
friends  and  family?”  he  asked. 

Elder  Wirthlin  referred  to  the  ex¬ 
ample  of  Dale  Murphy,  LDS  baseball 
player  for  the  Atlanta  Braves. 

He  quoted  an  article  from  the  Sat¬ 
urday  Evening  Post  that  said  Murphy 
was  “as  clean  as  a  glass  of  milk.” 

Wirthlin  said  Murphy  remembers 
to  use  kindness  and  compassion  with 
his  family,  with  his  seminary  students 
and  with  his  teammates. 

Doing  small  acts  of  service  for  fel- 
lowmen  and  honoring  one’s  father  and 
mother  are  other  activities  Elder 
Wirthlin  encouraged.

A  suspect  linked  to  a  string  of  three 
Orem  bank  robberies  was  finally  ap¬ 
prehended  by  police  officials  in  Las 
Vegas,  Nev. 

According  to  police  spokesman 
Gerald  Nielsen,  the  suspect,  Lance 
Cameron  Moore,  28,  is  tied  to  more 
than  12  robberies  in  a  five-state  area 
this  year. 

The  Las  Vegas  Metro  Police 
Agency  apprehended  Moore  on  Oct. 
14  following  a  bank  robbery  in  the  Las 
Vegas  area.  Orem  Police  then  re¬ 
ceived  photographs  of  the  suspect  on 
Oct.  23.  According  to  Nielsen,  wit¬ 
nesses  at  Deseret  Federal  Savings 
and  Loan  Association  and  Universal 
Campus  Credit  Union  identified 
Moore  as  the  man  who  had  held  up 
their  banks. 


Orem  Police  officials  completed 
their  interviews  Monday  and  are  in 
the  process  of  referring  the  case  to 
federal  authorities  who  will  file  an  in¬ 
dictment  of  three  counts  of  armed 
robbery  in  a  Las  Vegas  court,  Nielsen 
continued. 

Moore’s  last  permanent  address 
was  in  Oregon  where  he  had  been 
paroled  after  serving  part  of  a  sen¬ 
tence  for  extortion,  the  spokesman 
added. 

Deseret  F ederal  Savings  and  Loan 
Association  was  robbed  on  June  6  and 
Universal  Campus  Credit  Union  was 
robbed  July  18  and  again  Oct.  3. 

The  suspect  is  also  linked  with  “at 
least  a  dozen  robberies”  in  California, 
Nevada,  Colorado,  and  Idaho, 
Nielsen  added. 

The  arrest  resolved  Orem’s  only  re¬ 
maining  bank  robbery  cases.  “We’ve 
never  had  an  unsolved  bank  rob¬ 


bery,”  Nielsen  said. 

In  addition  to  the  cases  involving 
Moore,  Orem  has  had  only  one  other 
bank  robbery  this  year.  A  June  4  inci¬ 
dent  at  Orem’s  Valley  Bank  was  re¬ 
solved  the  same  day  following  a  high 
speed  chase.  It  was  not  related  to  the 
other  Orem  incidents,  Nielsen  said. 


Woman  returns  home  with  new  baby 
just  15  days  after  being  shot  in  head

A  Kanosh  woman  and  her  new  baby 
will  be  returning  home  today,  just  15 
days  after  the  expecting  mother  was 
shot  in  the  head  while  working  at  a 
Fillmore  service  station. 

Carley  Penney  and  her  5  pound, 
11.5  ounce  son  Joshua  will  be  dis¬ 
charged  from  Utah  Valley  Regional 
Medical  Center  this  morning. 

“The  baby  does  not  appear  to  have 
suffered  any  ill  effects  from  the 
trauma  the  mother  sustained  and 
should  have  a  normal  healthy  life 
span,”  said  Dr.  Ronald  Stoddard,  a 
neonatologist  at  UVRMC.  The  most 
incredible  thing  is  how  well  the 
mother  is  doing,  he  added. 

The  baby  was  delivered  five  weeks 
premature  by  cesarean  section. 


Penney  was  working  at  her  father’s 
service  station  in  Fillmore  when  she 
was  shot  in  the  head  by  a  man  at¬ 
tempting  to  rob  the  station.  The  .22 
calibur  slug  entered  her  left  temple 
and  lodged  itself  in  the  back  of  her 
skull. 

The  mother  will  be  leaving  the  hos¬ 
pital  having  sustained  a  hearing  loss 
in  her  left  ear. 

“I  don’t  remember  very  much,” 
said  Penney.  “I  just  remember  falling 
on  the  floor.” 

Penney  said  while  she  was  in  the 
hospital,  the  most  important  thing  to 
her  was  to  see  the  baby.  “I  didn’t 
expect  to  have  him  yet,”  she  said. 

“I  feel  pretty  good,”  said  Clint  Pen¬ 
ney,  husband  of  Carley  and  father  of 
Joshua. 

“I  want  to  thank  everybody  that 
has  helped  out  through  all  this.”
